Cheken.— Introduced  by  Wm.  Murrell,  IM.  D.,  M.  R.  C.  P.  Assistant  Phvsi 
cian  to  the  Royal  IlospiUl  for  Diseases  of  the  Chest,  and  Lecturer  on  Practical 
Physiology  at  Westminster  Hospital.  Eugenia  Cheken,  or  Myrtus  Cheken 
belongs  to  the  Nat.  Ord.  Myrtacese,  and  is  indigenous  to  Chili.  The  bark  of  the 
tree  is  used  in  medicine.  Dr.  Murrell  recommends  this  drug  as  possessing  verv 
superior  properties  in  the  treatment  of  Chronic  Bronchitis.  It  is  said  by  fiim  to 
have  special  action  on  the  mucus  membranes.  Cheken  has  much  reputation  in 
Chill  as  an  inhalation  in  Diphtheria,  Laryngitis,  Bronchorrhcea  etc. ;  as  an  iniec- 
tion  m  Gonorrhoea,  Leucorrhoea,  Cystitis,  etc. ;  and  internally  as  an  aid  to  di4s- 
tion,  to  allay  cough,  to  facilitate  expectoration,  and  to  stimulate  the  kidneys  ° 

I ERSEA  Gratissama.— Introduced  by  Henry  Eroehling  of  Baltimore,  Marvland 
who,  while  acting  m  the  capacity  of  botanist,  and  scientist,  to  an  exploring  exoe- 
dition  in  Southern  Mexico,  became  familiar  with  tlie  drug  both  from  reports 
of  the  natives,  and  personal  experience,  as  a  remedy  for  external  use  in  Intercos- 
tol  Neuralgm.  A  full  boUmcal  description  of  the  plant  will  be  sent  on  applica- 
tion.  I  he  following  extract  from  Dr.  Froehling’s  Report  will  give  some  concep-  • 
tion  of  the  nature  of  the  drug ;

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Dr.  Froehling  also  mentions  the  fact  that  Persea  has  been  employed  with  bene¬ 
fit  in  the  expulsion  of  tapeworm. 

UsTiLAGO  Maydis. — Abundant  literature,  dating  at  various  [periods  as  far 
back  as  1709,  refers  to  this  drug,  but  it  was  not  introduced  into  medical  practice 
until  about  1860.  It  was  then  brought  prominently  forward  as  a  substitute  for 
ergot.  The  principal  arguments  in  its  favor  seem  to  be  that  it  is  cheaper  than 
ergot,  keeps  better,  and  that  the  uterine  contractions  produced  by  it  approach 
more  nearly  to  those  which  occur  in  natural  labor,  being  clonic,  instead  of  tonic, 
and  thus  attended  with  less  risk  to  the  child.  ’ 

Coca  (M-ythoxylon  Coca). — Coca  is  said  to  be  a  powerful  nervous  stimulant, 
retarding  tissue  waste,  increasing  muscular  strength  and  endurance  and  removing 
the  fatigue  and  languor  due  to  prolonged  physical  or  mental  effort.  Lately  the 
drug  has  obtained  much  reputation  for  the  treatment  of  the  opium  and  alcohol 
habits.  In  these  deplorable  conditions  it  is  said  to  have  been  found  to  possess 
extraordinary  properties — relieving  the  sense  of  bodily  and  mental  misery  which 
follows  the  withdrawal  of  the  accustomed  stimulus,  thus  preventing  a  return  to 
the  narcotic,  and  affording  an  opportunity  for  building  up  the  system  by  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  restorative  tonics. 

W e  also  call  the  attention  of  the  profession  to  a  number  of  drugs  on  our  list 
which  have  now  made  for  themselves  sufficient  reputation  to  be  classed  as  ap¬ 
proved. 

Berberis  Aquifoeium. — Introduced  by  Dr.  Bundy,  of  California,  and  now 
extensively  employed  by  the  profession  as  an  alterative. 

Khamnus  Purshiana. — Better  known  by  its  Spanish  name,  Cascara  Sagrada, 
introduced  by  Dr.  Bundy.  An  “  intestinal  tonic,”  increasing  secretion  and  peri¬ 
staltic  action,  and  acting  as  a  mild  and  gentle  laxative. 

Grindelia  Bobusta. — Introduced  by  Dr.  Gibbons,  of  California.  Specially 
recommended  by  its  introducer  as  a  remedy  for  Asthma,  and  since  has  sustained 
his  representations. 

Jamaica  Dogwood. — Brought  specially  to  the  notice  of  the  profession  by 
Dr.  William  Hamilton,  of  Plymouth,  England,  as  a  powerful  narcotic,  capable  of 
producing  sleep  and  relieving  pain  in  an  extraordinary  manner. 

Quebracho  Bark  {Aspidonperma  (Quebracho). — This  drug  is  said  to  stimu¬ 
late  the  respiratory  muscles  and  facilitate  oxygenation  of  the  blood.  The  reports 
of  its  use  in  the  hospitals  of  New  York  prove  it  a  remedy  of  great  value.  From 
its  marked  and  immediate  effects  in  relieving  dyspnoea,  it  is  called  by  the  patients 
of  the  New  York  Hospital  “The  Breathing  Medicine.” 

Saxguis  Bovin  us  Exsiccatus  {Desiccated  Blood). — Introduced  by  F.  E. 
Stewart,  M.  D.,  P.  H.  G.,  of  New  York.  The  use  of  defibrinated  blood  was  also 
introduced  by  Dr.  Andrew  H.  Smith,  of  New  York,  as  a  new  method  of  rectal 
medication.  During  his  investigations.  Dr.  Stewart  was  at  work  on  the  same 
product,  but  in  the  dried  form,  and  as  a  building-up  measure  in  disease,  to  be 
used  both  per  os  and  per  rectum.  Compai’ative  tests  between  the  fluid  and  dried 
blood  have  not  been  published,  but  abundant  literature  concerning  both  prove 
blood  as  a  remedy  to  be  of  undoubted  value.  It  has  met  with  remarkable  success 
in  surgical  cases  where  the  system  has  been  exhausted  below  the  point  where 
nature  could  assert  herself,  and  at  this  time  it  has  evidently  been  the  force  that 
was  needed  to  turn  the  wheel  beyond  the  dead  point,  and  set  the  machinery  of 
life  again  in  motion.
